The 1986/87 hockey season 
began in early September as 
Coach Johnston led the sixty 
hopefuls through very in- 
tense ice and dryland ses- 
sions. As the squad was be- 


ing narrowed down, they . 


went undefeated against 
three of the top Junior A 
teams in Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. These victories 
set the scene for what would 
be a very exciting year. 


When the final selections 
were made, five veterans 
were combined with a young 
but talented group of 
rookies. With the ACAC Con- 
ference being the toughest in 
Canada, the coaching staff 
knew that it was imperative 
to stay competitive until the 
team had gained some ex- 
perience. Prior to the 
Christmas break the Vikings 
narrowly held down second 
place but had only lost to one 
team other than the NAIT 
Ooks. The plan was on 
. schedule and now the team 
was forming into a unit. 


Immediately following exams 
the Vikings along with ten 
fans departed for games in 
Czechoslovakia and Swit- 
zerland. The tour contained 
many cultural and athletic 
highlights as the group 
travelled through Europe for 
16 days. While in 


Czechoslovakia the Vikings 
played the National 17 and 
18 year old squad and then 
in Switzerland went up 
against three Division II pro- 
fessional teams. Overall their 
record ended up at 2 wins 
and 6 losses. 


Following the European Tour 
the Vikings kept pace with 
the pack and in late February 
were edged out by Red Deer 
for second place. The playoff 
series between Red Deer and 
Camrose was one of the best 
in years but the injury- 
riddled Vikings lost in the 
third and deciding game 6-5 
on a last minute RDC goal. 


As host of the ’87 National 
Championships the Vikings 
had already gained an 
automatic berth. The two 
week layoff allowed them to 
regroup after a tough defeat 
and also heal the injuries of a 
few key individuals. 


During the Nationals the Vik- 
ings were playing their best 
hockey of the year as they 
swept Nova Scotia and 
Quebec, placing first in their 
pool. The whole season had 
come down to one game for a 
berth in the championship 
final. Humber College from 
Ontario provided the opposi- 
tion. Late in the third period 
the Vikings scored to go 


ahead in the contest but the 
goal was disallowed. As the 
Vikings struggled to regain 
their composure, Humber 
struck twice. With only five 
minutes remaining Nick 
Kapicki brought the team to 
within one and on a late 
power-play the Vikes threw 
everything they had at the 
Hawks but it just wasn’t 
meant to be. The game re- 
mained 7-6 for Humber and 
the Vikings had to settle for a 
fourth place finish. 


Second year Viking Rick 
Dietrich was honored as All 
Canadian and also as the 
CLC Male Athlete of the 
Year. Rick broke the all time 
ACAC scoring record by ac- 
cumulating 71 points in 
twenty-four games. Pat 
Seeley was chosen as the top 
defenseman at the C.C.A.A. 
Nationals.

For the Vikes it was the third 
visit to Czechoslovakia since 
January 1983, all part of an ex- 
change which sees the Czech 
National Junior Selects visit 
Camrose regularly to par- 
ticipate in the Viking Cup. 


For the first three days the 
Vikes were guests of the Motor 
Hockey Club in Ceske Bude- 
jovice while playing a three 
game series with the very 
strong Czech National 17 & 18 
team in the cities of Sobeslav, 
Jindrichuv and Pribram. 


The headquarters for the last 
three days, including Christmas

modation and meals were great

the tours of Prague were most 
interesting and enjoyable.

Our final hockey game was 
played in Hradec Kralove with 
the National 18 & 19 team in 
their beautiful 7,000 seat 
stadium. Although the Vikings 
were very competitive in all 
games, they failed to win on the 
scoreboard against these ex- 
ceptionally fine Czech hockey 
players - many of whom are 
destined to play with their Na- 
tional team. 


The tour across Germany on 
December 27 to Switzerland 
was long due to border cross- 
ings and distance. But it was all 
worth it as the beautiful ski 
resort town of Adelboden pro- 
vided many exciting and en- 
joyable moments on both the 


hockey rink and ski slopes. The 
Vikes even had the opportunity 
to play a Swedish team in the 
Adelboden tournament. 


For New Years it was a trip to 
lower altitudes and the busy ci- 
ty of Zurich. Two more games 
followed, one in Raperswil and 
the other in Zug. Of the four 
games played in Switzerland, 
the Vikes won two (Adelboden 
and Raperswil) and lost two. 


Heidelberg, Germany provided 
an interesting one night stop 
over en route from Zurich to 
Frankfurt and the long flight 
home (not really - only one hour, 
plus time changes). After two 
days of recuperation it was back 
to classes as normal. 


For the Vikings it was not just a 
normal year. The special 
memories of Christmas 1986 
and New Years 1987 will last 
forever. - LeRoy Johnson.
